neys addebred be the publike, To any perſon in Burgh or Landwart, to be payed out of the toreſaid 

Exciſe; And gave power to the Commiſſoners for the Exciſe,to receive in, fit, andallow the whole 

Compts of the Quarterings , With the Bands, Warrands, and Securities, granted for payment of 

the Gudlines , Silver-work, and other publike Debts, And after fight thereof, and fitting and aF- 

lowing of the ſaids Comps , To give precepts and warrands for pay ment ot the ſamine ous of the 
Exciſe. Likeas , The ſaids Eſtates of Parliament have Ordained the ſaids Commiſſioners, To 


| becarefull in the i withering of the ſaid Exciſe, and to call for the Comprs thereof , and to make and ſet downe all tuch Acts 


and Ordinances as they ſhall find neceſlar and expedient for thateffet : Andthe ſaids Commiſſioners for the Exciſe, taking 
to conſideration , That as yet there is little or no Exciſe Compted for , And that the Comps of the Quarterings, with the 
Bands, Warrands, and Securities, granted for payment of the Gudlines, Silver-wotk , mh others publike Debts, Arenor 
brought in to them, conforme tothe AR of Parliament made thereanent ; And finding it neceſſary ad incumbenttothem, to 
take ſome courſe how the ſame may bee timely and effeQually done; They have therefore Ordained , And hereby Ordaines, 
All Perſons whatſomever lyable and ſubjeR in payment of Exciſe , within the Landwart Parichones of this Kinhdome , To 
give up and deliver ane juſt and perfite Compr thereof for the haill time bygone Tothe Elders and Deacons of the ſaids Land- 
wart Parochines, and to the ColleRors of the Paroches appointed by them , Who are hereby Ordained, To give upand deli- 
verthe juſt and perfice Comprs of the ſamine, To the Colleftors ot the Shires nominate and appointed by the ſaids Commilſ- 
fioners: And alſo Ordaines all perſons whatſomever lyable and ſubjeR in payment of Exciſe within the Royall Burrowes of 
this Kingdome , pendicles , and liberties thereof, to give up and deliver ane juſt and perfire Compt of the ſamine Exciſe for 
the haill time bygone, to the Magiſtrates and Councell of the ſaids Royall Burrowes, orto the Colle@ors appointed by them: 
And Ordaines the CalleRors _ ſaids Shires for Landwart , and the Magiſtrates and Councel] of the ſaids Royall Burrows, 
Togive in and deliver tothe ſaids Commiſhoners, ane juſt and perfite Comprt of the haill Exciſe within their baunds , ilk ane 
ofthem fortheir own parts reſþ:Z70?, for the hailltime bygone, for the which the ſaid Exciſe is payable, conforme to the As 
of Parliament madethereanent , And that bertwixt and the dayes following, vi7, The Sheriffedomes of Edinburgh, Linkrth- 
3 Stireling, Fife, Kinroſe, Clackmannan, Hadingroun, Berwick, and Peebles , als well to Burgh as Landwart, betwixt the 

ate hereof and-the fifereenth day of June next to come. The Sheriffedomes of Pearth, Dumbartan, Lanerk, Renfrew, 
Air , Wigtoun, Kirkcudbright, Drumfreis, Roxburgh, and Selkirk, als well co Burgh as Landward, betwixt the date hereof 
and the firſt day ot July nextto come. GE rr Int I Os Ls a op 
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And ficklike , Ordaines the whole Paroches, Shires, and Burghs of this Kingdome, berwixt and the dayes reſpeiFive fore- 
faids, To bring in to the (aids Commiſhoners, the Comprs of the haill Quarterings addebted ro them preceding the firſt day 
of March 1645. With the Binds, Warrands, and Securities, granted for payment of the Gudlines , Silver-work and 
others publike debts, To the effect that the ſaid Compts beeing firtedand allowed, And the ſaids Bands, Warrands, and Se- 
curites, ſeene by the ſaids Commiſſioners, Precepts and Warrands may bee granted by them tor payment of the faids Gud- 
lines, Prices of the Siver- work, Quarterings, and Annualrents out of the ſaid Excite, contorme to the ſaid Act of Parliament; 
With certification toall theſe who ſhal failzie herein,and nor give in their compts betwixt and the dayes r7eſpeFiv? abovewritten, 
in manner before ;-reſcribed , That they nor none of them ſhall atno time thereafter get any payment or allowance out of the 
Exciſe of their ſaids Gudlines, Prices of their Silver-work, Quarterings, or Annualrents addebtred trothem, Bur ſhal be com- 
pelled ro make payment of their haill bygone Exciſe, without any reſpect to their ſaids Gudlines, Silver-work, Quarterings,or 
Annualrents; And that the ſaids Commiſſioners will give Order and Warrand for Quartering of Horſe and Foot,upon them ay 
and while they make thankfull payment thereof; And alſo wil ſer a particular rare and quantity of Exciſe upon ilk deficient per- 
ſon lyable in payment of Exciſe, Parochine,Shire,or Burgh,8 wil aſſigne the ſame to the Regiments of Horſe and Foot for their 
pay , And give Order and Warrand to them, ro Quarter upon the ſaids Deficients till they pay the rate and quantity which 
ſhall be layed upon them : And further , If any Shire, Parochine, Burgh, or particular Perſon ſhall be deficient in giving in of 
the Comps of their bygone Exciſe,in maner before mentioned,or in payment of cheir Exciſe intime comming,contormeto the 
Acts made thereanent, or in payment of the Monethly maintenance, borrowed Moneys, orothers publike Dues, after ordinary 
diligence ſhall be uſed againſtthem ; The ſaids Commiſſioners Ordaincs the Commmrees of Warre of the Shirgs, and all Of- 
ficers of Warre within this Kingdome , to be aſſiſtant to the Collectors by giving of Troupers or Footmen To quarter 
upon the Deficients by free quarters, ay and while payment be made, And it need bee, The faids Commiſſioners doe hereby 
give power and warrand to the ſgids Collectors, als well ro Shires as Paroches, bythe advice of the Committee of Warre 
of the Shire , Toraiſe fix or eight Horſemen for ingathering of the ſaids Exciſe, Monethly Maintenance, and others publike 
Dues, to be intertained as ordinar Troupers upon ſuch Deficients of ilk Shire, parochine, or Burgh , as the Committee of War 
of the Shire ſhall appoint and direct ; And incaſe of the retuſe or negle& of rhe Committee of the Shire herein, The ſaids Com- 
miſſioners doe hereby give power and warrand to the ſaids Collectors by themſelves, after the uſing of horning againſt the 
Deficients , To litr, direct, and imploy the ſaids fix or eight Troupers forthe uſe and to the effect foreſaid ; And Ordaines thir 

preſents to be printed and publiſhed at the Market Croſfles and Paroch Kirks of this Kingdome, That none may pretend igno- 
rance hereof.
